1 . (currently amended) A method of scribing a semiconductor wafer-eeated-vwth-a 
material ; comprising: 

imaging the wafer; 

generating a picture of the wafer from the image of the wafer, the picture identifying the 
scribe lines of the wafer; und e r tho materiel; and 

mapping the coordinates of the identified s cribe lines on the wafer frnm the picture- 
providing the coordinat es of the scribe lines to a dicing machine; 
scribing the wafer using the identified coordinates of the s critw lines. 

2. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the wafer is imaged using an infrared 
camera. 

3. (origmal) The method of claim 2 wherein the picture is generated by measuring the 
emissi vity of features on the wafer surface including the scribe lines.
